DISCOUNTS TITANIC ACCIDENT.

Former Board of Trade Member
Can Find No Lesson,
Kpecial Cable Despatch to Tue Six

Loxpox, June 13. The sinking of the
White Star liner Titanic with 1.500 of
those aboard was a “most extraordinary”
accident, the like of which never happened
before and may never happen again, de-
clared Sir Frederick Chalmers, former
member of the marine department of the
Board of Trade, to-day beforethe Titanic
inquiritors, For that reason. Sir Frederick

maritime regulations of the Board of
Trade should be changed.

He said that no lessons were 1o be
learned from the disaster justifying a
revision of the rules, The marine de-
partment, he said, was amply guarded
against ordinary accidenta but could not
be expected to be prepared against the
extraordinary sort.

Capt. Young, who succeeded Sir Fred-
erick Chalmers in thea marine department
of the Board of Trade, followed Chalmers
on the witness stand and told the investi-
gators that he advised the Board of Trade
several months ago that all vessala of the
Titanic's type should be equipped with
not less than twenty-six davited life-
boats,

Lord Mersey, the president of the court,
said:

“I have no doubt that the Californian

YVoigt's exploit in capturing the ancient
Berlin suburb of Roepenick, arresting the
burgomaster and treasurer and appro-
priating the town treasury of $1.000 set
all Germany rocking with Homerie laugh-
ter, sent a smile around the world., and
incidentally brought abont certain sig-
nificant reforms in the Kaiser's realm

The cobbler made good his escape after
the raid and wasat liberty until the patient
identification methods of the police ran
him down a week later., He was sibse-
quently sentenced to four vears imprison-
ment for his act, which was mitigated by
the influence of the German LEmperor,
who was fascinated by the audacity of
the man. He was in this country (wo
years ago and appeared rather proud of
his feat. But the inmigration authorities
found him and he was returned to Ger-
many.

Voigt was 57 years old when he exe-
cuted his famous coup and twenty-seven
vears of his life had been spent in prison.
He was not a greal criminal, nor a re-
sourceful one, belohging rather to the
delinquent class than to the higher orders.
He looked as unlike an army officer as it
A8 posaible to look, short, stout, slovenly
in appearance, a stranger to soap and
water, a rare acquaintance of the barber,
toothless, broken nosed and sunken eved
He had leartned cobbling in prison and his
